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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -2 1 are presented for examination. 

Specification 

2. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

35 use §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (I), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bahlmann et al. 

5. Bahlmann teaches the invention (claim 13) as claimed including a method for transferring 
a directory stored in a server as a service provider transferring files per a client request (e.g., see 
col. 2, lines 40-57), the method comprising: 

copying a number of portion of the directory form the server to a client, thereby 
completely transferring the directory to the cUent (e.g., see Figure 1 and col. 2, line 40 to col. 5, 
line 60); and, 

storing the directory in the client (e.g., see Figure 1 and col. 2, line 40 to col. 5, line 60). 
As to claim 14, Bahlmarm teaches the step of copying a number of portions of the 
directory from the server to the client further comprises the steps of: 
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generating a request in the client for transfer of one of the portions of the directory from 
the server to the chent (e.g., see Figure 1 and col. 2, line 40 to col. 5, line 60); and, 

transmitting the request from the client to the server (e.g., see Figure 1 and col. 2, line 40 
to col. 5, line 60). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. As to claims 1-12 and 17-21, the elements involving means or logic for refining a 
resolution of the request to isolate a defined number of data entries in the directory reads over the 
art of record. 

7. Claims 15-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allov^able if revratten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion

disclosure.
